The United States offi- 
cers who have business which he should 
attend to personally are endeavoring 
to get it completed before the middle 
of the month. Gen. Blanco assigns as 
a reason for his eagerness to get away 
that he did not surrender the island and 
ddoes not want to be present to witness 
the hauling down of the flag or to par- 
ticipate in the final detail of turning 
the property over to the United States.
